They  came  to  this  then  iuhospilal)]e  w  ilder- 
ness,  iilled  A\itli  savai^'cs,  "tor  I'rei'dom  to  Avorship 
(iod."  '^IdH'V  came  hei'c  to  enjoy  the  ri^lits  ol"  con- 
science. 'I'licy  came  liere  to  estahlisli  "a  ('hurcli 
withont  a  l)isho[),  and  a  State  withont  a  Ivini;/'  Jn 
I'^ni^land,  ihey  were  all  JVon-( 'ontormisls  ;  in  this 
country,  they  have  a!!  l)een  ('oni;-reL;ationalists.  They 
Avere  a  part  ol"  the  Puritans  of  Massacimsett s  Uay, 
and  not  ol'the  Pilgrims  of  IMymont  li.  'I'hey  arrived 
here  ahont  tlie  same  time,  oi'  between  the  years  IGIJO 
and   \i)M),   and,  al'ler  bi'iel"  residences  in  IJoston,  Dor- 
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Chester,  Cliarlestown  and  elsewhere,  tliey  ehistered 
t()o-L'ther  ill  N()rlliaiiii)t()ii,  ^lass.  'IMiat  town— pei'haps 
tlie  iiu).st.heaiitil\il  town  in  ^'ew  Eni^land — was  the  lirst 
real  koine  in  Anieriea  of  tlie  Chu-Jvs,  the  Lynians,  the 
8trong-s  and  the  Kin-^sleys.  'I'liere  tliey  intermarried, 
and,  tliougli  there  have  heen  Jar,i;e  expansions  else- 
whei-e  ironi  that  ori<;inal  stoek  an^l  that  ancestral 
home,  the  several  lines  have  maintained  a  sinunlarly 
close  allinity  down  to  the  i)resent  (hiy — a  ])eriod  of 
nearly  tw^)  hnndivd  and  iifty  years.  ^NFost  if  not  all 
of  the  earliest  settlers,  and  of  several  g-enerations  of 
their  desceiuhmts,  were  meml)ers  of  the  Chnrch,  and 
very  many  of  them  were  eminent  for  their  piety. 
Their  piety  Avas  not  ol'  that  merrly  formal  eliai-aetcr 
whieh  is  heartless  and  therefort;  worse  than  useless, 
Ijnt  it  was  cordial,  sincere  and  sa\in,i;'.  Tn  a  Aery 
eminent  sense,  tht-y  -'walked  with  (iod^  and  their 
mcmoi'ies  are  fragrant  with  the  aroma  of  heavt'ii. 
Fifty  years  ago  there  were  more  than  ninet}'  mcmhei-s 
in  the  Congregational  (chnrch  at  Xortham}>toii  ])y  the 
name  of  Clark.  From  the  time  of  Stoddai'd  down  to 
this  present  wi-iting,  with  but  two  short  intervals,  thiM-e 
has  always  heen  one  ileacon  in  that  church  hy  thi' 
name  (d"  Clark  ;  and  sometimes  there  lunt-  l)cen  two, 
and  sometimes  thi'ce,  sinndtaneously,  hy  that  name. 
The  following  is  a  tal)ular  view  of  the'lr  names,  the 
dates   of  their    election   and  of  their  deaths,  and  their 
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All  the  families  of  his  aiu-estors  have  heeii  the 
decided  iVieiids  of  edueatioii,  of  social  order  and  of 
liluTlyiv-ulated  by  hiw.  'Hwy  have  been  loyal  to 
their  country,  and  patriotic  in  its  dei'ence.  Thi^'y  have 
g-enerally  belono-ed  to  the  middle  class  ol"  society— the 
most  substantial  and  the  most  iviiable  class— and  as 
DeFoe  said  of  the  Scotch,  they  have  been 

"Rich  coiuicuvd  to  ii(;or,  and  poor  conii)arcd  to  rieli." 

Their  names  may  not  ajtpcar  in  the  re^•isters  of 
heralds  ;  they  Avere  only  anxious  that  they  may  be 
i'ound  in  the  "IJook  of  J.ih'/'  ^fhey  wei-e^  oi"  more 
noble  l)lood  than  "  all  the  blood  oi"  all  the  Jlowai-ds," 
for  their  "patents  of  noljility"  date  long-  Ix-foie  the 
CoiKjuest,  and  their  "coats  of  ai-ms'^  ai'e  emblematie 
of  whole  generations  that  have  "  fought  a  good  light 
and  have  lini^hud  their  coui-se/'
